Motorcycles Roll 
-into The

The sixties are gone and now comes 
the seventies. What’s in store for the 
sportsman and professional rider in the 
new decade? ч 

The bygone sixties found motorcycling 
becoming an accepted way of lie to 
thousands of all ages who found that 
cycling is not just for the very young 
at heart, 

Motorcycling has branched out largely 
because of the manufacturers them- 
selves. 

Because of the wide range of equip- 
ment available there is now a size for 
every need and desire, This situation has 
brought about more and more uses for 
cycles. 

In professional competition the road 
racing event blossomed forth in the 
sixties but it will really come of age in 
the next ten years with the many new 
paved courses that have been and are 
being constructed, 

Ten years ago there were two national 
road races, one on the Beachat Daytona, 
the other through a park in New Hamp- 
Shire. 1970 will find at least eight na- 
tional road races, all on specially built 
speedways. 

Ten years ago when a road race event 
came up a rider merely put brakes on his 
dirt track machine or broke out a good 
Street bike and filed his entry. 

Now the equipment is special built, 
finely tuned and capable of speeds over 
the 150 mph mark, The 70’s find two, 
three and four cylinders on the racing 
machines and a 750cc engine limit for 
all, instead of just one brand. 

The sixties found the coming of the 
250cc lightweight into professional rac- 
ing, both on dirt tracks and road race 
events, A first year Novice was limited 
to 250cc engines in 1962, a rule that 
brought out the fact that a 250 is a good 
and safe racing machine. 

Now the smaller 250’s are capable of 
speeds up to 135 mph in road racing trim 
and can run on a half mile within one to 
two seconds of the times turned in by 
the 650 and 750 machines, 

Television discovered cycle racing in 
the sixties and the first nationwide race 
was on TV in late *62 from Ascot Park 
in the form of a TT race. Since that time 
a year has not gone by without at least 
two or three events on nationwide video 
Screens, 

The seventies should find some group 
obtaining a yearly ‘‘Package’’ contract 
for a given amount of cycle races on a 
major network. Cycle racing today is 
one of the few organized sports that does 
not have this arrangement, 

TV made football, golf and other sports 
into big paying events. Just a month ago 
both major car racing organizations 
signed working package agreements with 
major networks for the next two years. 
TV has made wealthy men out of many 
ranking professionals — but not cycle 


The sixties brought Jet travel and the 
world became much smaller, Name Eur- 
opean riders started coming to America 
to race, first at Daytona, then for the 
new Motocross events, and finally for the 
re-created short track races in the West. 

It still remains for top proven Ameri- 
can riders to travel to Europe to racein 
road racing and Speedway events, This 
has not happened since the early 50's. 
However, the door has been opened in the 
annual International Six Day Trials and 
many fine American rider has traveled 
and won in our neighbor's backyard. 

European road racers found out in the 
past ten years that the American rider is 
as good or better than he, It remains for 
the European fan to witness this fact, and 
it will happen in the seventies, 

All major motorcycle concerns enjoy- 
ed record breaking sales years in the 
sixties but the past ten will be nothing 
compared to the coming ten. 

As companies sell moreand more ma- 
chines crowds will increase at cycle 
racing events. À man cannot own a cycle 
without being curious as to what the other 
guy is doing with his, or how the pro- 
fessionals really do it. 

Motorcycling will receive much atten- 
tion in the Movies and on TV, It will be- 
come the “In” thing for famous people. 
Top professional racers will become 
known by all and not justto people in the 
fraternity who own and ride, 

The next ten years will see many race 
purses top the $25,000 mark. Daytona and 
Sacramento will be the first. 

More and more special parks and areas 
will be set aside for off road cycle rid- 
ing. The non-professional rider willfind 
it more and more difficult to finda place 
to ride. Government will legislate against 
them and their only voice will be the 
industry itself who will organize and 
lobby to preserve record sales, 

Professional competition will split into 
divisions with high point National cham- 
pions in at least three categories, Pro- 
fessional riders will become specialists 


and no longer be forced to ride all types 
of events, many that he is not qualified 
for. 

The AMA headquarters will not re- 
main in Worthington, Ohio, At least two 
offices will be established, one in the 
West and one in the East. Road rider 
clubs will diminish as more and more 
people buy machines for off-the-road 
use, Cycles will become so common 
that there will no longer be a universal 
need to form a club for the sake of 
mutual companionship, 

Race tracks that promote races more 
than once a year will furnish more com- 
fort for the fan, The higher the price, 
the better the comfort and convenience, 

The next ten years will be nothing like 
*'The Good Old Days”. They will be 
better and bigger than anyone ever 
thought they would or could be and you

Foran Bill Is Not A Mandatory Helmet Bill

There has been some confusion lately 
concerning AB 142 (by Assemblyman 
John F, Foran) that the bill is a further 
effort to require motorcycle riders to 
wear helmets. This bill is a standards 
bill only. It is not and does not intend to 
become a mandatory helmet-wearing 
bill. 

AB 142 would authorize the CHP to 
set reasonable standards for safety in 
helmets and require that all helmets 
meet those standards in order to be sold 
in California, This is all it is, Itis not a 
half way step to mandatory helmets. 

Mr. Foran believes in helmets. He is 
concerned with human life and safety. He 
wishes we all wore helmets. But he is 
willing to accept the fact that we want to 
make up our own minds about the matter. 
His concern now is with the sub- 
standard helmets which are available in 
many places. Too many cyclists, es- 
pecially the young who wear helmets 
because their parents insist, a helmetis 
2 helmet and many are trusting headgear 
which won’t withstand evena small shock, 

Mr. Foran has no plans to further in- 
torudce mandatory helmet bills, There 
is still the National Highway Safety Act 
and its money-cutting provisions, They 
have not yet been applied in the helmet 
issue but as long as that law is on the 
books in Washington we have a potential 
hassle, 

The helmet laws have not worked too 
well in any state. In some they have been 
repealed, in some declared unconstitu- 
tional, In California they were success- 
fully prevented from passage, It is time 
now to try to eliminate the requirements 
at the Federal level. There is no need

If you count up on the calendar you'll notice there are more motocross' scheduled 
than scrambles and last year the demand by the end of the season for motocross 
numbers was very high, 

We checked with Dick Kouns about how the scrambles numbers are going this 
year and it's plain to see, scrambles are failing more each year. There was a time 
when they'd be up in the high numbers by now, so far this year they have 475 light- 
weight numbers and 265 ultras, and a lot of earned numbers haven't been picked up 
yet. In contrast the lightweight desert steward, wehear, is up to 206 mx (translation, 
one thousand, two hundred and six!), While on the "subject of numbers guys, ina

Some of *em are awful and that's the 
truth, I almost made a new year resolution that in 1970 if we couldn't read an entry 
blank for result purposes, I’d list you in the paper on Tom Chickenscratch riding 
a Yo-yo.

Four times world champion Barry 
Briggs is the latest big-time speedway 
name to announce he may switch to 
American motorcycle sport, Briggs, 34, 
kingpin of the Swindon ‘‘Robins’’ side in 
the British speedway league has been 
offered a contract worth 150,000 dollars 
to race and endorse motorcycle pro- 
ducts in the States this summer, If he 
accepts, he will have to miss out on his 
European commitments, 

“Financially, it’s a fantastic offer and 
I would be very foolish not to think about 
it very seriously,” said Briggs. ‘‘The 


,deal would involve several forms of 


racing, and I would be heavily sponsored 
by the Japanese Yamaha concern for 
small tracks and indoor events (on 250cc 
machines), with 350cc bikes for half- 
mile tracks, For European-style speed- 
way meetings I’d stick to Jawa machines, 
In addition to the actual racing, the 
contract would also mean sales promo- 
tion of all sorts of day-to-day motor- 
cycle equipment, like helmets and 
gloves." 


Briggs will have talks with the Ameri- 
can businessmen after his appearance in 
the U.S, short track qualifier at Houston 
Astrodome on February 6— when he will 
be paid 3000 dollars before he even sets 
foot on the track, He is eager to do well 
in this event and, prior to the meeting, 
intends to live a hermit-like existence 
in the desert outside Los Angeles, prac- 
ticing daily on an unfamiliar 250cc 
Yamaha, If he does well in Houston, he 
will return to ride a 350cc machine in 
the U.S. Championships at Daytona on 
March 13 and 14. 


Despite the financial lure, Briggs is 
unhappy at the prospect of missing the 
British Speedway season, as well as his 
customary weekend long track and sand 
track dates in West Germany, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Denmark, Holland, Sweden and 
Poland, He has already received invita- 
tions to race in international meetings 
at Osnabruck, Hamburg, Lipstrat, Nei- 
derrodenbach, Olching, Kempten, Pardu- 
bice, Wroclaw and Prague. These meet- 
ings are worth approximately 1000 
dollars each; last year Briggs, British 
agent for the huge Jawa mechanical 
concern, was paid 600 dollars just to

Following his appearance at Houston, 
Briggs globe-trots on to Australia for 
meetings at Liverpool, N,S, W, on Febru- 
ary 13, 20 and 27. He will compete in 
all-star programs that willfeature world 
champion Ivan Mauger and ex-champs 
Ove Fundin (Sweden) and Ronnie Moore, 
These are the Southampton-based stars 
first meetings Down Under for over ten 
years, and he has already been offered 
return bookings in Australia for 1971. 

Briggs, married with two young sons, 
runs a thriving motorcycle business in 
Britain and has been a regular world 
finalist since 1955, He has won every 
honor in speedway and his loss to British 
speedway would be irreplaceable, 

But although many British promoters 
are becoming concerned about the pros- 
pective disappearance of their big names 
to America, chairman of the British 
Speedway Promoters Association, huge- 
ly-respected Coventry boss Charles 
Ochiltree told me: ‘‘It would be unfor- 
tunate if we lost riders like Barry but 
British speedway is big enough to look 
after itself now.

Gauntlet Dropped For Sunshine Nationals 


“Attention: Riser and Barker 
wherever you are...’’, headlines the West 
to East challenger. ‘‘Attention Boris 
Murray, Joe Smith, Sonny Raslawski, 
wherever you are.,.’’, answers the East, 
as the drag racing scene turns electric 
over the forthcoming Sunshine National 
motorcycle drag races scheduled March 
7 and 8 at Gainesville, Florida, 

East vs. West feeling has run high 
among top fuel and top gas motorcycle 
drag racers ever since Leo Payne went 
west several years ago and laid low the 
California Triumph doubles with his 
big Sportster. 

Now, Leo Payne, the Riser and Barker 
team — object of the West's challenge, 
Sonny Routt — unofficial national record 
holder, and other eastern drag notables 
are all pre-entered in the Sunshine Na- 
tionals. With that line-up of ‘‘Eastern- 
ers’’, the bait of a $4000 cash purse, and 
the ‘‘new rule" Daytona Speed Week 
following, it is likely that some of the 
big California bikes will show at Gaines- 
ville. 

Adding to the atmosphere of anticipa- 
tion surrounding the Sunshine Nationals 
is the expected introduction at Gaines- 
ville of the long awaited M&H -motor- 
cycle drag slick. Drag racers have con- 
tended for several years that they could 
post better speeds with a higher traction 
tire, M&H, a brand famous for auto- 
motive drag racing slicks, appears ready 
now to make such a tire available. 

Even with questionable traction, cur- 
rent top fuel motorcycle performance 
has been creditable, Sonny Routt's dou- 
ble engine Triumph with Larry Welch 
aboard has turned a 9.10 E.T. and 165.70 
mph. On the West Coast, Boris Murray's 
Triumph double has run 9,34 at 165.74 
mph, 

In the Sportster clan, Jim DeSalvohas 
posted 9.23 — 155.70 mph; Guy Leaming 
and Bob Barker, 9.26; Nick Palmerone, 
9.30; Leo Payne, 9.30, Larry Welch, 
9.28, Walter Yee, 9.40, and Gary Acker- 
man, 9.42, 

With the new M&H tireand the superior 
traction at Gainesville, there is every 
reason to expect that the nine second 
mark will be shattered, and motorcycles 
will be running in the ‘‘eights’’ before 
the meet is over. 

Considerable significance will be at- 
tached to records turned during the 
Sunshine Nationals, as this will be one 
of the few times during the year that 
motorcycle records will be certified and 
recognized by the National Hot Rod 
Association, largest drag racing sanc- 
tioning body in the world, 

Street (modified) and dragster classes 
will run under new 1970 N.H,R.A, rules, 
Stock motorcycles will run under local 
Gainesville Dragway rules. Free copies

At $4000, including contingency money, 
the cash purse for the Sunshine Nationals 
is one of the largest ever. Of $2550 in 
the guaranteed-to-win purse, $2050 was 
contributed by the Gainesville Dragway 
and $500 by Cycle Magazine. The M&H

Payne At Sanction Meeting: 


By Diane Seifert 


The District 22 sanction meeting was 
held at the Holiday Inn in Portland, 
Oregon with Gary Payne, Deputy Direc- 
tor of the American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion, presiding. There were about 24 
clubs with representatives in attendance. 
Following a brief awards presentation by 
the Northwest Motorcycle Association, 
the meeting got down to the purpose for 
which it was scheduled. 

Mr. Payne gave a short breakdown of 
the A.M.A, structure, covering thetypes 
of members, the staff, and the Competi- 
tion Congress. One interesting point 
brought out was that, based on the num- 
ber of sanctions issued in 1969 for both 
sportsman and professional events, there 
was an A.M.A, sanctioned event being 
held every hour and 40 minutes through- 
out the year! 

Mr, Payne stated that the rule books 
would be late this year — they aregener- 
ally sent out in January, but it was not 
known exactly when they would be avail- 
able, and for that reason he was going 
over some of the changes. 

First of all he brought up the rule 
change concerning sportsman racing — 
which states that no rider under 16 may 
compete in events where speed is the 
determining factor including scrambles 
and hill climbs, He further stated that 
the rule change was arrived at after 
much discussion, and many factors con- 
tributed to the decision — such as the 
safety factor for the riders; the liability 
aspect — to clubs and sponsors; and the 
financial responsibility of the clubs. Jay 
Upton added the point that many clubs in 
many areas of the United States had 
adopted this ruling on their own because 
they were so concerned over the possible 
complications resulting from serious 
injury or death to a younger competitor. 
Another factor possibly of interest to the 
Competition Congress was the young- 
sters are permitted to drive at age 16, 


Major changes in the Professional 
rules were: 

The raising of the cc limit for Road 
Races to 750cc in the Heavyweight Divi- 
sion = Experts only, and to 360cc in the 
Lightweight Division. Also there will be 
no mandatory gas stop at Road Races, 
Any Novice or Amateur winning a Road 
Race National Event will automatically 
advance in class the next year. 

The requirements for class advance- 
ment have been doubled — 40 points to 
advance from Novice to Amateur, and 80 
points to advance from Amateur to 
Expert, 

Racers from foreign countries, in- 
cluding Canada and Mexico, can hold 
Expert licenses only, and in order toget 
an A.M.A, license as an Expert, they 
must be similarly rated by their own 
racing association, 

‘‘Then the sky fell in," A representa- 
tive from Bellingham, Washington (Har- 
ley-Davidson Dealer) jumped up, brand- 
ishing a fist full of letters from irate 
Canadian motorcycle clubs and indivi- 
duals who resented being ‘‘sold down the 
river" by the A.M,A., and who were 
determined to have their hearing right 
then and there and get the matter re- 
solved for once and for all, 

After a few questions from Mr. Payne, 
it was finally brought out what the nature 
of their complaint was. Quite a few years 
ago, in the 1930s, three motorcycle 
clubs were formed in the Vancouver, 
B.C, area, and received charters from 
A.M.A, Their members were all A,M.A, 
members, and they promoted sanctioned 
events, and the sport of motorcycling in 


their area, Then, in the last two years, 
they have been unable to renew their 
charters, and therefore cannot hold sanc- 
tioned events, Furthermore, a well known 
Candian racer who had held National #22 
for years had his number takenaway. And 
all of this went on, according to the 
speaker, without any reason or explana- 
tion from A.M.A, 


Mr, Payne tried to get him to sitdown 
so that the business of the meeting could 
go on, that of issuing sanctions, but he 
said that Mr, Payne was the nearest 
thing to an A.M,A, representative avail- 
able — and he was really sorry that Bill 
Berry was not there because they had 
come to the meeting ‘‘loaded for Berry!”’ 
Much shouting from both parties con- 
tinued for several minutes, and finally 
Mr, Payne told him that that was enough, 

and if he did not sit down and shut up the 
meeting would be adjourned immediate- 
ly and no club present would have a 
sanctioned meeting on the calendar and 
would not be eligible for Nationalpoints! 
Then Mr, Payne proceeded to give an 
explanation for the ‘‘selling down the 
river’’, According to the by-laws of the 
A.M.A,, they are not allowed to sanction 
events, or charter clubs beyond the 
boundaries of the United States. It has 
always been this way, but in the past, 
when these particular clubs joined, this 
matter was overlooked — perhaps by 
someone eager to get as many A,M.A, 
members as possible, even though it 
meant brushing aside the rules, However 
they became members was immaterial, 
because the rule was there and it was 
going to be enforced, This rule had be- 
come even more important since the 
recent agreement with F.I.M. And he 
stated that the Canadians had their own 
group — the Canadian Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation — to which these clubs, indivi- 
duals, and riders could belong. 

But the complaintents were not satis- 
fied, and made it perfectly clear that all 
they would be satisfied with, and the only 
explanation they would accept was the 
renewal of the Canadian Club Charters, 

Then, as Mr, Payne was ready to 
begin the role call of the calendar dates 
for the purpose of sanctioning the North- 
west Motorcycle Association presented 
him with a Calendar of Events which 
they wanted unanimously approved, (The 
N.M,A, had held a pre-sanction meeting 
and drawn up their dates. However, their 
association is composed only of clubs in 
the Seattle, Tacoma area, and District 
22 is composed of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. Oregon clubs who had not been in- 
vited to attend the pre-sanction meeting 
were not about to have any other Calen- 
dar approved until they had an oppor- 
tunity to bid on the available dates. And 


Mr, Payne agreed with them — in fact, 


he was very disturbed over the fact that 
some other group was trying to set up the 
Calendar for the A.M.A., and said it 
would be done his way, day by day, or he 
would adjourn the meeting.) 

There was much discussion back and 
forth, till the N.M.A. clubs present 
(composed primarily of Road Clubs) 
realized he meant business — and let 
him get down to business, 

At the end of the very long, drawn out 
meeting, the Canadian complaintants 
were again waiting for him—and insisted 
that he do something about them! Mr. 
Payne stated that he could do nothing but 
he thought they should write to Bill 
Bagnall, A.M.A. President, and express 
their opinions! 

One final rule change was then brought 
up — in order to maintain a National 
Number, a rider must finish in the top 
100 riders in National Standings!
